12 Section 1. Section 20-3-101, MCA, is amended to read:
13 "20-3-101. Election and qualifications. (1) A superintendent of public instruction for the state of
14 Montana must be elected by the qualified electors of the state at the general election preceding the expiration
15 of the term of office of the incumbent.
16 (2) A person is qualified to assume the office of superintendent of public instruction who:
17 () is 25 years of age or older at the time of election;
18 (b) has resided within the state for the 2 years preceding the election; and

21 {(c) otherwise possesses the qualifications for office that are required by The Constitution of the
22  State of Montana."
